POSSESSION OF 
N.Y. CENTURY 


Long Pending Deal Consum- 
mated and Noted Producers 


Will Take House Over in July 
for October Production 


Musical Comedy of the Ad- 
vanced Type Will Be Offered 


New York, May 8.—Charles B. Dil- 
lingham and Flo Ziegfeld, Jr., have 
finally secured possession of the Cen- 
tury Theater, after months of nego- 
tations, and will take it over in July. 
to make ready for their initial joint 
production, which will be staged some 
time early in October. The deal for 
the transfer of the Century to Messrs. 
Dillingham and Ziegfeld was closed 
late Friday, with Otto H. Kahn acting 
for the syndicate of millionaires who 
own the big playhouse at Central Park 
West and Sixty-second street. 

Ever since the closing of the Cen- 
tury Theater some months ago through 
the Ned Wayburn fiasco there rumor 
has connected the names of Dilling- 
ham and Ziegfeld with the big amuse- 
ment enterprise. It became more per- 
sistent when the two prominent pro- 
ducers were seen in frequent consulta- 
tion with Otto Kahn in Palm Beach 
during the winter, and was revived 
when the trio returned to New York. 
A hitch in the negotiations developed 
and not until a day or two ago were 
the details finally worked out and a 
long-term lease entered into. 

Dillingham and Ziegfeld plan to 
transform what is conceded to be the 
most beautiful and expensive play- 
house in America into a home of mu- 
sical comedy on a scale hitherto un- 
rivaled in the amusement world. 
While the new lessees will take pos- 
session of the Century some time in 
July, they will not launch their first 
production until the regular season of 
1916-17 is well under way in October. 

The first move on the part of 
Messrs. Dillingham and Ziegfeld will 
be to “brighten up the corner,” mak- 
ing the Century and its immediate 
surroundings attractive and appealing 
in appearance. The roof garden will 
be entirely reconstructed and redeco- 
rated, and dancing between the acts 
and after the play will be an impor- 
tant feature. Every available bit of 
space in the building will be utilized 
to furnish many varieties of entertain- 
ment, this plan being in line with the 
policy of Ned Wayburn, whose lack 
of finances, however, resulted in fail- 
ure.

SMITH-HUGHES 
CENSOR BILL 
INTRODUCED IN 
HOUSE MONDAY 


Is Modified Version of Original 
Bill Against Which 


Waged Strong Fight 


Little Chance for Action To Be 
Taken at This Session 


Washington, May 8.—A majority of 
the House Educational Committee h°s 
finally reached a decision on the 
Smith-Hughes motion picture censor- 
ship bill and the document, greatly 
modified in form since it was origin- 
ally drafted, has been favorably re- 
ported to the House, nine of the fif- 
teen members of the committee af- 
fixing their signatures. The remain- 
ing six members of the committee 
were not present at the meeting on 
Thursday when the decision to report 
favorably was arrived at. 

From authoritative information it 
is learned that these six members are 
opposed to Federal censorship of pic- 
tures, and that had they been present 
would have voted against a favorable 
report. As it is the six will send in 
a strong minority report. 

The Representatives who voted to 
report favorably the Smith-Hughes 
bill follow: Chairman Hughes of 
Georgia, Doughton of North Carolina, 
Abercombdie of Alabama, Stone of II- 
Hnols, Hilliard of Colorado, Towner of 
Iowa, Fess of Iowa, North of Pennsyl- 
vania and MeCracken of Idaho. 

Those not present and who will, it 
is understood, sign the minority re- 
port, are Rucker of Missouri, Key of 
Ohio, Powers of Kentucky, Platt of 
New York, Ballinger of Massachusetts 
and Sears of Florida. 


The bill will go before the House to- 
day and will then be placed at the 
foot of the calendar, with small likeli- 
hood of its being reached at this ses- 
sion, due to the pressure of other busi- 
ness which must logically come before 
it. The only possible way by which im- 
mediate action could be had on the 
bill would be to take it up by unani- 
mous consent and this, in view of the 
known opposition to the measure, 
could never possibly be accomplished. 

The Smith-Hughes bill is that 
originally drafted under the supervi- 
sion of the Rev. Wilbur Crafts, head 
of the International Reform Bureau, 
and against which the Motion Picture 
Board of Trade and the motion pic- 
hture allied interests waged such a 
strong fight before the House Educa- 
tional Committee several months ago.

FILM CONTRASTS 


The Universal Film Company seems to be in the limelight these days, yet 
strangely enough this company has scored its greatest success where it was 
least expected, at least by the general public. The great Pavlowa, to see whom 
for years people have gladly paid $5 a seat, eame to the Globe Theater with 
her films without much fuss or preliminary boom and disappeared in a fort- 
night like a thief in the night. The same Pavlowa in the flesh is still attracting 
thousands at high prices. What is the explanation of this strange contrast on 
the Broadway the great dancer is seen too seldom? Simply that it was a 
mistake to present Pavlowa in mere motion picture thrillers. There was al- 
together too little dancing and too much “punch.” Even now it would be good 
business simply to present Pavlowa in a group of the dances over which the 
public has raved. Even as it is Pavlowa will attract in the films when she is 
exploited to that big public which never sees her at all. But when the Uni- 
versal decided to exploit the Lois Weber sermon films with the compelling 
headline, Where Are My Children, it was in its own element, and the results 
could never be in doubt. Pavlowa hurried from Broadway to make room for 
Lois Weber and Tyrone Power is proof once more that the greater public 
craves the vital problems of our national life as depicted on the screen, and the 
Universal Film Company is not alone in being awakened to such a condition. 

Whatever became of the film, The Campbells Are Coming? If this picture 
had been exploited on Broadway as was Neptune’s Daughter it would have had 
a wide vogue. Neptune's Daughter is now to be followed by another aquatic 
spectacle filmed by Herbert Brenon after a year’s preparation. The very fact 
that Brenon has selected the same star and probably has expended four times 
as much money on this forthcoming offering proves beyond question how gold 
laden is the lure of such subjects for the screen. 

When will the producers harken to the call of spectacular extravaganza 
of the type England raves over? What could Brenon do with Forty Thieves, 
Ixion and a genuine effort to picturize Cinderella? 


NEW RECORD FOR FUND BENEFITS 


The influence of good management in the conduct of the motion picture 
campaign for the $500,000, which is expected to be raised by May 15, for the 
Actors’ Fund Charity, must be self-evident. Heretofore the public response at 
the box-office has rarely been adequate and it was always believed that the 
receipts would have been larger for the fund benefits if the attractions were 
effered on their merits: in fact, more than once it was proved that benefits ad- 
vertised as such failed to attract audiences worthy of the galaxy of attrac- 
tions offered. 

But this year, with the splendid campaign of the motion picture interests, 
the public is awakened to a realization that the monster programs at these 
benefits and the certainty that all of the artists will appear as advertised 
has established a new record for attendance despite that the performances 
follow each other during the waning season. 

Almost every performance so far in behalf of the great charity has drawn 
a capacity audience and it would be strange if it were otherwise with the big 
bargains the public is getting. Fancy hearing Geraldine Farrar, Antonio 
Scotti, Kreisler, Alda and Godowsky in one program with no seat costing more 
than $3! Never before has there been such financial success for benefits adver- 
tised as such. For this condition the greater credit is due to the fine discern- 
ment of the motion picture committee, which has boomed things on a colossal 
scale, also to Charles Dillingham and his aid, Mark Luescher, who have piled 
on big benefits week after week, yet in so ingenious a manner as to attract 
audiences unparalleled in theatrical history. 

It was indeed a great task to undertake to collect a half million dollars 
from movieland, but when the last word is written on this remarkable cam- 
paign and the last check is duly recorded it will be found that the results 
achieved were mostly due to the showmanship of a group of film men, who, 
unlike theatrical managers, lured the public to the box office with real bar- 
gains. 

LOUISE BEAUDET RETURNS TO THE SPEAKING STAGE 


After three years of unceasing triumphs on the silent stage Louise 
Beaudet has been engaged by the vaudeville impresario, Joseph Hart, to cre- 
ate the leading role in Mother Love on the “big time,”” opening out of town 
within a week's time. Manager Hart, who is one of the very few producers 
who has not as yet capitulated to the lure of the “movies,” is nevertheless 
keenly interested in screen production, and the premiere of Mother Love will 
have not a few features about it of great interest to stage and screen folk 
alike. 

First of all, Mother Love was written by Marguerite Bertsch, who is 
famous for her picturizations in the field of silent drama, and Miss Beaudet’s 
return to the speaking stage, where she has scored so many stellar triumphs, 
was greatly influenced by her sensational success in The Battle Cry of Peace, 
in which she has been seen all over the world, and by at least 25,000,000 
persons in this country alone.

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THE VAUDEVILLE ARTISTS’ NEW 
ASSOCIATION NOW A REALITY 


Managers Agree To Give Preference in Booking to Members, 


Men and Women Both Eligible to Order. 


A few weeks ago an application, signed by a number of 
vaudeville artists, was made, asking that a charter be 
granted for a new social and beneficial organization of per- 
formers, to be known as the Vaudeville Artists’ Benevolent 
and Protective Association, their action being taken be- 
cause it was felt the time was ripe for the formation of such 
an order, one that would be free of the discordant labor 
propaganda, and one befitting their profession as a whole. 
The applicants were advised by the Secretary of State at 
Albany that some eight years ago application had been 
made and a charter granted for an organization, entitled 
the Vaudeville Artists’ Benevolent and Protective Order 
of America, so that it became necessary for David Stein- 
hardt, the attorney in charge of the proposed new organi- 
zation, to prepare a new application with a new name, The 
National Vaudeville Artists, Inc., which name was approved 
last week by Justice Francis B. Delehanty, of the Supreme 
Court, and then sent to the Secretary of State for recording 


With the incorporation perfected, printed matter is 
now being prepared, outlining in detail the aims and pur. 
poses of the new association, and EARLY in the week ap. 
plication blanks will be mailed to all vaudeville performers 
throughout the country, a large majority of whom already 
have expressed their desire to join such an organization 


As the law requires seven or more persons to sign an 
application for a charter for a new organization, which 
must be personally sworn to, seven names of performers 
who were in New York at the time were selected as the 
signers for the application for the National Vaudeville 
Artists, Inc., all of whom have signified their intention of 
devoting their time and efforts towards perfecting the or- 
ganization. 


It is the intention to elect temporary officers during 
the process of formation, and then to elect the permanent 
officers some time in June or on a date which will then be 
considered the date for the annual meeting of the organi- 
zation. 


Women and men are both eligible to membership in 
this new order, and women will be placed on the Board 
of Directorate. The working board probably will consist 
of about twenty-five, and be composed of about one-third 
women and two-thirds men, so that the new order will be 
up to date in that it will give the women the right to vote 
and express their voice in the management of the asso- 
ciation. 


A national committee will be appointed, consisting of 
men and women members, who will devote a few weeks of 
their time towards preparing the rules, regulations and 
other details, and getting matters on a working basis, as 
well as doing the preliminary work incidental to the an- 
nual election of permanent officers. 


The Vaudeville Managers as a whole and individua'ly 
have indicated their willingness to give a benefit this spring 
so as to give the new order a working capital with which 
to start off, and there is no question but what the associa- 
tion will start away with a boom, as many of the vaude- 
ville performers who are working have expressed them- 
selves as being heartily disgusted of an organization such 
as constitutes the rank and file of the White Rats, saying 


-of performers that when changes are made in an artist’s 


they may well agitate the closed shop, strikes, ete., as they 
have nothing to lose and nothing to gain excepting revenge 
for their not being able to secure work. The average 
White Rats do not possess acts that are saleable, and many 
of them have been so long out of bookings that they have 
practically ceased to be recognized as performers, and yet 
they are the ones in the White Rat organization who sit in 
the New York clubhouse and vote on the rules and regula- 
tions that are to govern the performers who are out work- 
ing. 

The artists realize there must be harmonious connec- 
tion between the manager and the artist, and all of these 
conditions are to be met by the new organization. Already 
a number of performers who first conceived the idea of the 
new organization have started an active campaign towards 
accomplishing this harmonious arrangement. (Right here 
it must be stated that, contrary to general rumor, as dis- 
seminated by White Rats, it was not the managers who 
conceived the idea, but a number of high-class vaudeville 
performers, who first approached the managers to ascer- 
tain whether they would lend assistance to a new organiza- 
tion based on sane principles, and receiving that assurance 
went away with their plans of organization.) 


All of the managers have agreed to recognize and give 
every possible assistance to aid the new organization; to 
meet a committee with a committee from the Vaudeville 
Managers’ Protective Association, to go over all points of 
contracts and all points of dispute, and to arrive at a satis- 
factory and harmonious adjustment. The managers have 
further agreed to aid the new organization in its charity 
and benevolent plans, as outlined in The Billboard last 
week; to encourage a pension fund whereby every male and 
female artist, after reaching a certain age, can receive a 
pension sufficient to provide for their wants in their declin- 
ing years, and to recognize a request made by a committee 


route which will necessitate he or she paying out an addi- 
tional sum for railroad transportation, that amount is to be 
paid by the house making the change. All of such points 
are to be mutually agreed upon. 


Inasmuch as the managers are lending their moral 
support to this organization it is only natural that members 
of the new order will receive preference in the matter of 
booking in the future. Every circuit will be supplied with 
a complete list of the membership so that the managers will 
know who are and who are not affiliated. 


It is the intention to have the main club rooms of the 
National Vaudeville Artists, Inc., in New York, with small 
branch rooms in the larger cities, where the artists can 
meet, receive their mail, and mingle with their fellow 
workers in social intercourse. 


The main feature of this great new organization is 
the harmony that it will promote between the managers 
and the artists. It will forever do away with strife between 
these two factions that are so necessary to each other’s 
welfare. It will then be up to the performer to get sale- 
able material, and, with an organization based solely upon 
benevolent and protective plans, the controversies between 
the two factions should be forever wiped out.

Editorial Comment 


BUSINESS 


Business activity during the past 
thirty days has been marked by a 
eturdy growth, but one less spectacular 
than that which characterized the first 
three months of the year. 

General conditions warrant opti- 
mism. Distributive trade in all direc- 
tions is feeling the impulse of spring 
buying and warmer weather require- 
ments. The manufacturing situation 
is featured by many wage increases, 
which in several lines is far reaching. 


Even the tenseness of the situation 
in the German submarine question, a 
situation which ordinarily would be 
one to cause anxiety, if not apprehen- 
sion, failed to affect to a noticeable 
degree the business of the country. It 
did not alter by the smallest fraction 
of a cent the cost of the principal com- 
modities. It did not interfere in the 
slightest degree with any kind of en- 
terprise or produce the minutest eddy 
in the currents of trade. 

The industrial activity which has 
been in full swing for so many months 
has a momentum that is not easy to 
check, and any untoward obstacle in 
its way would simply cause a deflec- 
tion without decreasing its force. Real 
business factors are at work to meet 
pressing needs and they forestall the 
influences that are usually potent. 
Even the fact that a Presidential cam- 
paign is about to open, an occurrence 
ordinarily looked upon with a certain 
amount of dread by business interests, 
is having no effect whatever in in- 
fluencing commitments for the future. 

Although the outdoor season is 
scarcely under way, where weather 
conditions have been at all favorable 


to date and will undoubtedly make a 
herculean effort to operate on a sane 
basis. 

By this is meant that a combination 
which comprises such a galaxy of 
names as the Messrs. Zukor, Froh- 
man, Lasky, Aitken and that great tri- 
umvirate, Griffith, Ince and Sennett, 
will be able to resist the big salary 
movement which grew overnight when 
the photoplayers were sensationally 
advertised. 

Having amalgamated on a larger 
scale than any previous group of film 
interests, the influence of the new com- 
bine will be first to establish an or- 
ganization sufficiently powerful to de- 
ter the formation of a great trust and 
finally to be able to compete sanely 
with all competitors without encour- 
aging the unwholesome increase in 
actors’ salaries which is, after all, the 
cause of serious stagnation, just now, 
in the film world.

The 
time was not announced as a world’s record. 
but was canght by three judges as 15:03. April 
27 King Cioni went a mile against time, not 
Father Time, but to see how fast he could 
travel in good company. He was clocked at 
2:42 1-5. This same evening a match race was 
put on between Kimm, Oviatt, Gray. Carey 
combination, and Kimm grabbed the prize, with

Time, 
5:43. On April 28 a one-mile match race be- 
tween Cioni and Gray was staged. After skat- 
ing the route in 3:1, according to the clocks, 
Cioni won, although it was stated that the 
Huntington Flyer gave him an awful chase 
until the last lap. A ten-mile relay team race 
was skated on April 29. The teams lined up 
as follows: Cioni and Stanley, Oviatt and Gray, 
Kimm and Bierman, Carey and Blackburn. 
Gray, Cioni, Kimm and Blackburn started the 
race and skated at top speed. When Carey 
relayed Rlackburn the old veteran started 
things.

BUFFALO BILL-101 RANCH SHOWS 


Find Automobiles for Town and Coun- 
try Billing Successful Stunt 


The innovation of carrying and utilizing auto- 
mobiles for town and country billing, introduced 
this spring by Edward Arlington, of the Buffalo 
Bill-101 Ranch Shows, has, it is announced, 
proved a great success not only from the stand- 
point of efficiency, but also because of its 
economy. At the present time the No. 2 car 
is carrying three machines, and these have so 
expedited the work of country billing that it 
has been found practical to make two routes 
every day with each machine, thus covering six 
routes in a day. Where there are only four 
routes they are negotiated by two machines and 
the third one is used for town billing. The men 
take a great interest in the autos; they quickly 
learn to run them, and they accelerate interest 
in the work on the part of the _ billposters 
through the realization that they are doing some- 
thing unique and up-to-date in the way of circus 
advertising. The machines are illuminated with 
the name of the show, and attract a great deal 
of attention from the public. In this way they 
constitute in themselves an excellent advertise- 
ment for the show. 

Until the advance reached St. Louis both the 
No. 1 and No. 2 cars were run together. This 
was done experimentally, in order to see whether 
or not it was feasible. The success attending 
the operation of two cars in conjunction, one 
utilized for the manager, the press bureau and 
the billposters and lithograpnhers and the other 
for carrying the autos and a dining compartment, 
Was so pronounced that Mr. Arlington is ar- 
ranging for a third advertising car and a little 
later in the season will again run the first two 
cars in conjunction. In the meantime to expe- 
dite the work on the first car an Indian motor- 
cycle, with a side attachment, is being carried, 
and ie utilized not only by the manager and 
press agent in getting around town, but it has 
also proved invaluable for checking up and in 
lithographing outside towns. 

The Buffalo Bill-101 Ranch advance is ex- 
ceptionally well- organized this season. C. W. 
Finney is the general contractor: Willard D. 
Coxey is general press agent, with splendid 
co-operation from Major John M. Burke, as 
special press representative for Col. Wm.

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SEVENTEEN COMPANIES TURN 
OUT WORK OF TWENTY-SIX 


System at Universal City Has Accomplished 
Remarkable Results—H. O. Davis, Before 
Leaving New York, Tells With Pride of 
Efficiency That Has Proved Invaluable 


New York, May 5.—How seventeen companies 
have been made to do the work formerly turned 
out by twenty-six companies, posing upon the 
stages and ‘‘locations’’ at Universal City, Cal., 
was explained in detail to The Billboard by H. 
0. Davis, vice-president and general manager of 
the Universal Film Manufacturing Co., on the 
eve of his departure for the Pacitic Coast,-after 
a four weeks’ stay in New York. System is 
what has accomplished the unexpected results, 
according to Mr, Davis, who is a great stickler 
for efficiency and systematic procedu.e. 

During the winter months the normal output 
of twenty-six Universal companies was turned 
out by the sevent:en working companies, accord- 
ing to Mr. Davis, who advised that at the 
present time there are twenty-two companies 
at work, which number will shortly be increased 
back to twenty-six, 

Some of the things which system has ac- 
complished at the Universal Coast studios are 
the reducing in time from six to eight weeks 
down to fourteen to nineteen days of five-reel 
features, and the elimination of unnecessary 
wastage in time and expenditures. In fact, ac- 
cording to Manager Davis, everything at Uni- 
versal City has been systematized but the pro- 
ducing directors. 

There are now no so-called individual com- 
panies. All of the Universal's regular forces 
are «embodied in one giant stcok company, with 
twenty-two directors or producers, from which 
players are cast to fit the features in which they 
will appear. Now when the Universal desires to 
prodace a photoplay, or even an ordinary motion 
picture, the director has nothing whatsoever to 
do with it excepting its actual production. The 
story is determined first by what is known as 
the Continuity Department, after which it is 
sent to the Production Department for estimates. 
A careful estimate of the total cost is made 
and no picture is allowed to excced the estimated 
cost without special instructions f om the gen- 
eral manager. After all of the details have 
been worked out. locations procured, cast se- 
lected, ete., the director is notified to *‘shoot,’’ 
and it is then up to him to produce the picture. 
The result is better productions, as all of the 
detail work is removed from the director's 
shoulders and he is enabled to devote his entire 


time and attention to the actual work of pro- 
duction. 

Ninety per cent of the Universal’s output 
now igs from copyrighted stories, according to 
Mr. Davis. A firm believer in clean, whol some 
pictures, he has decided upon a policy of pro- 
ducing only pictures that have a heart interest, 
eliminating the dregs and misery from the screen, 
excepting in cases where it is necessary that 
such seenes or incidents be pictured in order to 
properly convey the story. 

During his four weeks’ stay of a planned three 
days’ visit in New York General Manager Davis 
conferred at length with the other Universal 
Company officials. Questioned as to the possi- 
bility of the Universal abandoning its Eastern 
studois and confining its production activities 
solely to Universal City, Mr. Davis said such 
action had been contemplated, but that at the 
present time no decision had been arrived at 
and that it was unlikely any such step would 
be taken at this time, 

Manager Davis is especially gratified at the 
exceptional results that have been accomplished 
at Universal City during his sojourn there as 
general manager, and he sees a bright future for 
Universal films. 


POPULAR ONE-REEL COMEDIES

New York, May 8.—Age cannot wither nor 
custom stale the incessant demand from motion 
picture audiences for single reels that are re- 
plete with laughs, unusually humorous situations 
and farcical actions that are easily grasped. 

This kind of reel, especially if there be a 
star included, is one that makes for the ex- 
hibitor and is invariably classed as real en- 
tertainment. But such reels are not plentiful. 
The demand far exceeds the supply.

NEW ROTHACKER QUARTERS 


Chicago, May 8.—Watterson R. Rothacker, 
president of the Kothacker Film Manufacturing 
Co., when recently interviewed by a Billboard 
representative, had the following to say con- 
cerning the magnificent new Rothacker quarters 
in Chicago: 

“The Industrial Moving Picture Company was 
launched a little more than six years ago, and 
bas always been directed aswng lines definitely 
purposeful. 

“As the pioneer specialists in industrial film- 
ing and moving picture advertising we have 
bad much mssionary work to do, but what we 
bave done, along these lines, speaks for itself 
by an unbroken record of actual moving picture 
advertising achievement continuing from the day 
of our first order to date. 

“The Rothacker Film Manufacturing Co. was 
named as successor to the Industrial Moving Pic- 
ture Company to discourage confusion through 
names made to sound like ours and trade on the 
prestige we have gained for the word ‘‘Indus- 
trial,” and the name combination was also de- 
termined because it is more representative of 
our increased scope. 

“Our new laboratory and studios were planned 
and built to fit our ambition to be able to manu- 
facture a greater amount of quality film than 
any other company or individual. 

“For more than a year before the plans were 
finally put in work I, personally, and our agents, 
spent much time and money gathering valuable 
data, both by actual observation and by con- 
ferences with technical experts and engineers 
in Chicago and New York. And during all this 
time our organization was being trained and 
welded to perform bigger things quicker and 
better. We are particularly proud of this or- 
ganization, representing, as it does, the acme of 
scientific management and general efficiency in 
moving picture production. We are duly and 
truly prepared to occupy the ideal of our dreams, 
and it is now ready for occupancy. 

“I cannot adequately describe our new home 
of ‘Perfect Developing and Printing’ and my 
vocabulary will not do justice to the multiple 
set studio we will soon put at the service of the 
trade. But I can invite you to come and see 
for yourself what we actually have, how we are 
growing and why we have grown. And I can 
give you some interesting facts descriptive of our 
property and equipment. 

“Our new building is located on Diversey 
Parkway at Ward street, twenty minutes from 
the center of Chicago by tramway, fifteen min- 
utes by motor on Chicago's great boulevard chain, 
which passes our doors. We are about a mile 
from Lincoln Park and the shore of Lake Mich- 
igan. Really, our location is ideal for the pur- 
pose, and we are where the atmosphere is notably 
free from smoke and dust and where the environ- 
ment is most advantageous to our employees. 

“The laboratory and studios adjoin, are oper- 
ated in combination, and are under one roof. 
The building proper has 125 feet boulevard 
frontage and 130 feet depth. We also own the 
adjoining property, which we will fence so as to 
have an enclosure 50x130 feet for garage and 
storage purposes. 

“We have a total floor space of 19,500 square 
feet in the laboratory and 6,500 square feet in 
the studio. The total cubic footage is approx- 
imately 450,000. 

The entire place is absolutely fireproof and 
dustproof. Every bit of air is water-washed by 
a special device, and both temperature and hu- 
midity governed automatically. All walls at 
top and bottom have two-inch coves, which elim- 
inate crevices where dust might accumulate, and 
the walls throughout are painted and treated by 
special process; the floors likewlee. 

“Our general offices, with telephone exchange, 
service and audit bureaus, are on the second Goor, 
with north and east exposure. All of the office 
partitions are art metal or plate glass. All of 
the office furniture is steel, with mahogany finish. 
I mention these items merely to emphasize the 
fact that every provision has been made to guard 
against fire. 

“We have installed a battery of five enormous 
International filters, which is located in a special 
room at the north end of the building, which 
serves the developing, wash and color rooms, 
as well as piping pure water to various depart- 
mente. 

“Our perforating room is a model of its kind, 


ate sixteen Bell & Howell perforators, with 
all special attachments. 

“The positive and negative developing rooms 
are separated and operated independently for 
obvious reasons. In all of the dark rooms the 
Eastman system of indirect lighting has been 
installed, giving us higher efficiency, giving the 
employees more comfort, and securing a de- 
cided saving in cost of operation. The tanks in 
the developing rooms have been laid out scien- 
tifleally so that there is no lost motion. Ample 
room and facilities bave been provided so that 
comfort, as well as efficiency, prevails in these 
departments. 

“The wash room and the tinting and toning 
rooms adjoin the developing rooms and are ar- 
ranged and equipped so that the very best re- 
a may here be obtained in the very best 
time. 

“The dry room, which is really the clearing 
house, is of magnificent proportions and capable 
of drying many times the amount of footage our 
big battery of printers can turn out. 

“The printing room is a model of its kind, 
and on a very elaborate scale, being capable of 
containing twenty-six printers. Our present 
equipment is composed of a large battery of 
Duplex step printers, Bell & Howell printers 
and several Pathescope printers for handling 
twenty-nine millimeter film. 


“From the dry room the film fs transported 
by dumb waiters to the second floor, where it Is 
received in the inspection and assembling rooms. 
All of the girls in these rooms use gloves, and 
all of the furniture in these rooms is steel white 
enameled. Here the film is carefully assembled, 
inspected, cleaned by Duplex polishing machines, 
and made ready for screen inspection. 

“A special room is devoted to title making, 
and a special room to trick photography. Ad- 
joining the offices, and adjacent to the assem- 
bling room, is the large art department, where 
drawings for animated cartoons are made. 

“In addition to the screen inspection rooms for 
the factory we have installed a large and beauti- 
fully furnished projecting room for the customers, 
where two automatic projectors are in service. 

“After the film has been screen inspected and 
passed it is delivered to the shipping department, 
which is conveniently located for the purpose. 
Here all shipments are checked, boxed, labeled, 
carefully inspected and delivered by the electric 
elevator to the shipping dock. 

“Throughout the building we have inter-de- 
partment telephone service, so that the office can 
talk with any department head with no waste 
of time. 

‘Throughout the building, at regular stations, 
are special fire extinguishers which, with the fire 
drills we bave inaugurated, are splendid auxil- 
jaries for protection. 

“The studio floor is capable of comfortably and 
efficiently handling six complete sets at one time. 
Our lighting equipment offers something de- 
cidedly new in studio illumination, and not only 
secures a maximum of light, but saves a vast 
amount of time and inconvenience, and does 
away with all of the confusion incidental to 
eables being on the floor the time sets are 
changed. I will make public the details of this 
studio lighting device at a later date. In this 
studio we have places for pit work and a large 
swimming tank, 20x30 feet. 


“In conjunction with the studio we operate 
a completely appointed and equipped carpenter 
shop, paint room, property room and dressing 
rooms. The large electric elevator serves these 
various rooms and also is extended to the roof, 
and the roof is built to carry an extremely heavy 
life load, so that on the roof an outdoor set of 
immense proportions can be placed. The studio 
floor is of heavy wood placed upon a solid con- 
crete foundation, so that there is absolutely no 
chance for vibration. 

“Insofar as is possible we have standardized 
our equipment throughout, and have overlooked 
not one opportunity to buy the best, install ef- 
ficiently and operate on a scientific basis where 
there is no waste effort or motion. By doing this 
we secure the supreme degree of film quality at 
prices which could not be quoted under ordinary 
conditions. By maintaining and operating a stu- 
dio in direct combination with the laboratory we 
offer the moving picture trade everything they 
need in moving picture production. 

“In closing I would like to lay stress upon 
the fact that we have built, according to advice 


from the Eastman Kodak Co. and the various 
Underwriters’ Laboratories, the largest and most 
fireproof vault in the world. This vault is of 
steel concrete construction thoroughly depart- 
mentized, with bafflers, throughout, with air- 
cushion protection against explosions, and with 
every department sprinkled. In fact every de- 
partment in the building is sprinkled by auto- 
matic sprinkling devices, which are served by the 
18,000-gallon tank, which is on our roof. By 
virtue of the protection afforded by this vault 
we are able to secure insurance against fire and 
theft on all of our negatives and the negatives 
of our customers, and its enormous size enables 
us to safely store thousands of reels of negative 
and positive in addition to our raw stock. 

“There are innumerable other features of 
our new laboratory and studios which are 
worthy of detailed discussion, but I don’t feel 
that I should attempt to elaborate on these 
things when they can so much better be under- 
stood by actua! observation. What I do want to 
do is to answer the questions that have been 
made to me and to invite you all to come and 
see for yourself just what I have attempted to 
so roughly describe. 

“Now in reference to our plans of operation: 
We still operate the Industrial Moving Picture 
Co. and specialize in moving pictures adapted for 
industrial exploitation, commercial education, 
general advertising and publicity, and we still 
maintain our big department for doing com- 
mercial developing and printing for al! those who 
take moving pictures professionally or as ama- 
teurs. As a matter of accommodation we sup- 
ply Eastman raw stock to our customers, and by 
reason of the immense stock we always keep 
on band we can make shipment always the same 
day order is received regardless of quantity.

NEW FILM SAFETY DEVICE 

New York, May 8.—Exhibitors, operators, 
newspaper men, fire underwriters and the mo- 
tion picture industry in general are manifesting 
much interest in a new safety first device, which 
lessens the risk of fire in theaters to a mini- 
mum. All last week crowds were thickest 
around the booth of the Film Fire Prevention 
Company, which was demonstrating its latest 
safeguard against fire at the Third International 
Exposition of the Motion Picture Art at Grand 
Central Palace, and letters of inquiry, bookings 
and congratulations have been flooding the 
office of this company. The device consists of 
two knife-edged magnets, one attached to the 
upper film can, one to the lower, a highly in- 
flammable piece of fuse and a controlling device. 
The action takes place as follows: Should the 


film catch fire through clogging or in any other . 


way, the fuse ix instantaneously ignited, im- 
mediately both magnets are released, cutting 
off the film as a razor blade would, thereby 


limiting the loss of film to just the number 
of feet exposed between the upper and lower 
cans. At the same time the booth shutter closes, 
the house lights are turned on and the or- 
ehestra signaled to play. 

The National Board of Underwriters, the New 
York State Board of Undeswriters and the Trav- 
elers’ Insurance Company, experts, have been 
unanimous in their opinion that installation of 
this device will reduce the insurance rate on 
theaters and make possible personal insurance 
for the machine operator, who has thus far 
heen denied insurance. The invention of this 
device marks an epoch in the motion picture in- 
dustry, and from the number of registrations 
ef prominent motion picture exhibitors whose 
names now grace the files of the Flm Fire Pre- 
vention Company's records it would seem that 
the motion picture theater of the future will 
be equipped with this safety first device, which, 
in the event of fire, will mean both the saving 
of life and property.

Accrue From Exposition—Pathe and 
Arrow Reap Benefits Galore 


New York, May 6.--Pathbe Exchange, Inc., and 
the Arrow Film Corporation found in their dis- 
play at the Exhibitors’ Exposition at Grand 
Central Palace the past week success in the 
way that more nearly than any other concerns 
the distributor and the producer of motion ple- 
tures. This is actual film bookings backed up 
with advance payments against collections, 

Unmier the supervision of Arthur S, Abelea 
manager of Pathe’s Twenty-third street branch, 
this sity, Puppets of Fate, the first of the four- 
teen photo-novels comprising the Who's Guilty 
series, was screened publicly for the first time 
in the projection room at the Palace show fer 
the benefit of the exhibitors attending this big 
exposition. 

Mr. Abeles put Puppets of Fate on the screen 
twice on Wednesday and twice on Thursday, 
giving one afternoon and one evening showing 
each day. The projecting room was filled on 
every occasion with visiting exhibitors and New 
York theater owners and manage-s, who had 
been invited specially by Mr. Abeles and his 
staff, among them A. W. Smith, ©. Stennerman, 
Hi. Kronacker, J. Haspel, H. Weisfield. HH. 
Morgan, S. Rubenstein, A. N. Barney and H. 
Fuld. 

When Mr, Abeles checked up on the evening 
of May 4 he found that in the Palace show 
itself more than $14,000 worth of Who's Guilty 
bookings had been written. To be exact, $14 126 
worth of business had been contracted for in 
four showings of one photo-novel alone out of 
the eight Who's Guilty pictures which the 
Arrow Film Co-poration, producer of the series, 
had already turned over to Pathe. 

Had this volume of business been written fa 
two full days of soliciting Mr. Abeles would 
have consiklered—and rightly—that a new high 
record of bookings for one exchange had been 
established for two-reel productions. But whens 
more than $14,000 worth of cash business is 
secured during the busy hours of a pubic ex. 
pesition—when those present seldom devete their 
energies solely to business—Mr. Abeles feels 
that his staff is entitled to considerable credit, 
and that even greater glory rests on the Who's 
Guilty pictures that made the recon! possible. 

“The Exhibitors’ Leacue surely made good to 
and for us,’ said Mr. Abeles, speaking of the 
results of the Palace show. The New York 
Pathe Exchange believes that Lee Ochs and his 
associates deserve our heartiest cong-atulations 
for the excellent manner in which they organized 
and conducted the Palace show. 

“I remember the early automobile shows In 
New York. They consisted of a great mass of 
the curious public, who, unable to purchase the 
cars, went to the exposition halls to see what 
the horseless-carriage builders had turned out. 
It took several years to establish these annual 
sbows as a real business-getting proposition. 
Today more business is written from automobile 
dealers and the buying public at the annual 
shows than during the balance of the year. 
“The film industry is just on the threshold of 
a similar future, I think, and at the Palece show 
we saw the forerunner of the great expositions 
that the industry will have, demonstrating to 
the public and the exhibitors alike the tre 
mendous progress of the motion pietures."’ 
©. R. Seelye, head of the Pathe sales forces, 
and W. E. Shallenberger, president of the Arrow 
Film Corporation, likewise are enthusiastic over 
the showing made by the New York Pathe Ex- 
change force at the Palace show. Writing to 
Mr. Abeles about the record he and his men had 
established, Mr. Seelye sald: 

“It may have been that Who's Guilty put it 
over, It may have been that your efforts put it 
over. It may have been that the spirit of the 
Palace show put it over. It may have been 
any one of these three—but I am sure it was 
the combination of all three. You surely made 
it some combination." 
At the close of business on Saturday, April 
29, the various Pathe exchanges had reported to 
the home office gross bookings totaling $275,014 
on Who's Guilty series. Under the Pathe system 
of contracts this means assured gross collec- 
tions on the bookings already signed of £275,014. 
Yet Mr. Seelye says he has only commenced to 
“point with pride.”’

NORTHWEST EXHIBITORS 


Hold Successful Convention and Expo- 
sition—James Gilosky Re-Elected 
President 


Minneapolis, Minn., May 6.—The fifth annval 
convention of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ As- 
sociation of the Northwest, and the second mo- 
tion picture exposition, held jointly at the Na- 
tional Guard Armory, came to a close Friday 
night, May 5, after four days of strenuosity. 
Local motion picture and vaudeville theater 
Managers united in extensive hospitalities in 
the way of midnight shows and cabarets, while 
a banquet and ball, two so-called parades, auto 
mobile trips and open-house entertainments com- 
bined to keep a convention visitor on the go 
to the limit of physical endurance. The experi- 
ment of making a show out of exhibits for 
which an admission price could be charged 
proved to be a financial success, and as a resalt 
all expenses have been paid and a comfortable 
balance left, besides pointing the way for a ‘nore 
ambitious exposition next year. Flamboyant 
press work raised public expectation too high, 
Perhaps. Stars like Henry B. Walthall and 
Edna Mayo were advertised who did not come. 
Valeska Suratt, with her A Soul of Broadway 
dress and a kiss which she imprinted on Bryant 
Washburn’s lips, who came with Edward Arnold 
to attem! the ball on the last day, was about 
all there was to placate curiosity to see movie 
stars in the flesh. A local contest for girls 
who resembled film celebrities created consider- 
able amusement. There were thirty-seven Mary 
Pickfords, by actual count, whose resemblance 
consisted solely of wearing hair in curls. 

The coming of Fred J. Herrington, president 
of the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League of 
America, and of Carl Laemmle, pioneer movie 
man and head of the Universal Company, were 
features of the week. Both spoke strongly 
against censorship.

With the time approaching when the various 
actors’ unions are expected to become arrayed 
to their full strength for battle few there are 
among the thoughtful of the actors’ profession 
who believe that anything serious is going to 
happen. We know that the warring actors are 
preparing on a colossal scale for the forthcoming 
strife, yet, as far as the brains of the theater 
is concerned, =ine out of every ten persons we 
meet either ridicule the idea of any real trouble 
or else they insist with the writer that any at- 
tempt to create an upheaval will only create a 
new show business with an overwhelming influx 
of new talent in an age when the greatest suc- 
cesses in the theater are being achieved by 


youthful men and women who are too ambitious 
to cherish grievances. 

More often than not the actors who seek an 
upheaval have nothing to lose in the event of a 
strike going against them. The majority have 
long ceased to be real actors if one may judge 
by the prolonged periods of idleness and their 
indolence in any effort to compete with the 
vigorous rising generation of the theater. 
Therefore, it is not strange that the busy and 
youthful among stage folk are holding aloof 
from the element with a perpetual grievance. 
Right now almost every hall in New York is 
coecupied with the young and virile of the stage 
who know that never before was the chance so 
good for those whose professien is acting rather 
than the agitation of strife. 

It is the indolent actor without the least faith 
in himself, long relying on upseting the equilib- 
rium of those who are always in demand, who is 
now camping on the trail of the ambitious play- 
‘ers to lure them to West Forty-sixth street. 
These are the real agitators, for they know 
that a failure of the agitators will leave them 
no worse off than before. It is the hope to 
create a prolonged period of adversity for the 
players who have no grievances that is keeping 
{80 many never idle performers far away from 
the same West Forty-sixth street.

Young Director Returned From 
Jamaica Last Month—Is Busy 
Preparing Keliermannt ilm, 
His Latest Big Success 


New York, May 8.—Since D. W. Griffith 
flashed on New York im February, 1915, carry- 
ing with him the twelve reels of The sirth of 
@ Nation, there has been uo personal event in 
the film world more interesiing than the ar- 
rival of Herbert St. John Brenon from Jamaica 
last month with the completed reels of what 
some folks think will be styled A Daughter or 
the Gods. : 

Mr Brenon'’s suite on the seventh floor of the 
Fox ottices in West Forty-sixth street is the 
mecca for thousands ef visitors. The young 
director is feted and dined to such an extent that 
the head of a person less seusible than he is would 
be turned. His days and nights, exclusive of 
attention to callers and the festivities around 
meal times, have been devoted to the cutting, 
assembling and titling of film. With proper 
modesty he does not care to talk about his pic- 
wre, but says that he prefers to have the public 
end the critics appraise it. It is interesting to 
recall, however, some facts of the director's 
eareer in view of his coming offering. 

In 1896 or thereabouts H. A. Koberts was 
staging the English melodrama, Sporting Life, 
at the Academy of Music where William Fox 
pow reigus supreme. Much vexed because a 
minor actor did not suit the part, he called out: 
“Is there anybody that can shout ‘Program of 
the Races?’ "" ‘Program! Program! Program 
of the Races!’ bawled a small boy in the last 
row of supers. Mr. Roberts ordered the under- 
sized youth to the front and immediately en- 
gaged him as the stage program boy at a 
gsalszry of a dollar a day. The boy was young 
He.bert Brenon, not very long before thai 
landed here from the Old World to seek his 
foriune. 

“I started in America,” said Mr. Brenon the 
@ther duy, ‘as a Vittsburg office boy at $3 a 
week. After the family moved to New York 
Joseph ¥. Vien, the vaudeville agent, offered me 
$4 «4 week as his o‘fice boy ‘and promised to get 
me $4 a week more for ushering at Weber & 
Field's Theater. Somehow M. Vion could not 
deliver cn the Weber & Field's usher propvosi- 
tion, so 1 was driven to look around and thus 
mace my entry on the professional stage in the 
manner described.” 

Next George White, the Super 
Brenon for one of the cadets of Gascony in a 
Cyrano de Bergerac production Augusiin Daly 
was making with Sydney Herber and Ada 
Rehau. Kyrle Bellew kindly iutroduced the 
lad to Daly, and Augusiin Daly made Herbert 
Brenon his call boy. Thus the future director 
worked for the prince of American manager 
through the seasons of 1897-’98, the observation 
ef his chief inspiring him with ambition to bos 
the stage job himself. But all he got was $1 
@ week. 

After the death of Augustin Daly Mr. Brenon 
develop d into a good road actor and assistan 
@tage manager, playing with Walker White 
side. Harry Lacey and othe’ stars, and enaci 
ing the chief juvenile in Sporting Life only two 
short years after he had been the program 
boy. ‘Then followed several valuable years in 
stock as actor and assistant stage director, 
leading up to his active direction of the Lyceum 
Theater, Minneapolis. To round out the experi 
ence Mr. Brenon and his wife, Helen Downing 
whom he married in 1904, put in four years in 
vaudeville, including the entire big-time cir- 
cuits and using a sketch, One Christmas Eve 
written by Frances Brenon, his talented mother. 

In February, 1913, Julius Stern, of the Imp

Studio, engaged Mr. Brenon as a scenario writer 
ut $75 a week. Within six months Mr. Stern 
gave him the first opportunity to direct a pic 
ture, and three months later he had made the 
Imp’s first three-reeler, Leah, the Forsaken, fol 
lowed by the first four-reeler, Absinthe, and 
later by the Universal's first seven-reeler, Nep- 
tune’s Deughter. On the making of this last 
picture Herbert Brenon’s fame as a foremost 
producer was secure. For fifteen months past 
be has been working for William Fox, cul- 
minating in the great commission he has now 
finished. But his activity and success are also 
shown by such Fox films of his as The Kreutzer 
Sonata, The Clemencea’ Case. The Two Orphans 
The Soul of Broadway and Sin. With this ree- 
ord it is not to be wondered at that Mr. Fox 
entrusted him with the gigantic task of filming 
the great Kellermann production in Jamaica.

statement given out by the Vitagraph Company 
reads: ‘‘We take pleasure in announcing the 
completion of plans for the formation of a new 
Vitagraph Company, with an authorized capital 
stock of $10,000,000 preferred and $15,000,000 
common. Associated with us in the new company 
tare a number of men of prominence in the finan- 
cial and business world. 

“We plan to make the new Vitagraph Company 
larger and more powerful than any other ele- 
ment in the theatrical world. This reorganization 
enables us to carry to success productions more 
artistic and more ambitious than have yet been 
known to the picture world. We assure ex- 
hibitors and patrons an absolutely consistent pro- 
gram of better pictures than have ever been pro- 
d ” 


The reorganization of Vitagraph will serve to 
put at rest the recent rumors circulated that it 
was to be included in a proposed merger or 
amalgamation of motion picture producing con- 
cerns. The announcement is made that W. W. 
Rock, who recently retired from the presidency 
of the Vitagraph Company, will continue to be 
a heavy stockholder in the concern, but that its 
active management will rest solely with Messrs. 
Smith and Blackton, the former in charge of the 
business end of the organization and the Commo- 
dore looking after the production department, in 
wh'ech line he has met with exceptional success.
